They write from Dartmouth, Sept. 10. That the 
Prince William, Capt. Cleland, belonging to the Hon.

The Lyon return’d from thence fer 
Jamaica, and the Seaford and Prince William proceeded 
Homeward ; but in the Latitude of Bermuda (32 De- 
grees and 30 Minutes) a violent Storm ‘arofe, in which 
they parted. The Seaford had been leaky before the 
Storm came on; but as in the Storm, at about a League 
and a half Diftance, flic fired a Gun, it is believed fhe 
bore away for the firft Land fhe could make, ia Order 
to ftop her Leaks. 

The Prince Wiiliam has on board, for Account of the 
Company, 1,500,000 Pieces of Eight, and in Jefuits 
Bark, Cochineal, Logwood and Drugs, near the Value of 
500,000 Pieces of Eight more.
